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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Isoda (US 2002/0025792 A1) discloses an AGC amplifier circuit 
for use in a digital satellite broadcast receiver that is a variation on the usual signal 
power based automatic gain circuit. Kitaura et al. (U.S Patent 5,974,095) discloses a 
digital satellite broadcasting rceiver with a AGC detector circuit for detecting the level of 
an IF signal.
